MT LORDS, 
T Have all the Honour and Deferrence for 
[| the Prince of ORANGE jmaginable. 
I thiak him a Brave Prince , and that we 
owe him great Obligations, in Contributing fo 
much for our Delivery from Popery. But while 
I pay him thoſe Praiſes, 1 cannot Violate my 
Duty 'to my Maſter. I mult diſtinguiſh be=- 
tween his Popery and his Perſon. I dilike the 
one, but have ſworn and do owe Allegeance 


to the other ; which makes it impoſſible for 
me to fign away that which I cannot forbear 
believing is the KING my Maſter's Right. 
For his preſent abſence from us, by being in 
France , can no more attect our Duty , than 
his longer abſence from us in S'/and has done 
all this while. 


My Lords , - KD, 
The Prince in his Paper defires our Advice, 
mine is, That weſhould move his Highneſs to 
deſire His Majeſty to Return and Call a Free 
Parliament, for the Securing our Religion and 
Property , according to the known Laws of 
that Kingdom ; which,in my humble Opinion, 
will at laſt be found the Beſt Way to Heal all 
our Breaches. 
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
